"What are these funny little Ihings?" 


an inquisitive caller once 
nstied the 


famous dramatist. 


This was Mr. Ibsen's reply: "I never j 


write a single line of any of my dramas 1 
without having that tray anil Its oc- 
cupants before me on 
the table. I 


could not write without them. It may 
seeus strange—perhaps it ts strange— 
I cannot write without them. 
Hut why 


I use them Is my own secret," and ho 
laughed quietly. 


This incident, in n way, is n key to 


the unique personality of this remark- 
able man. whose 70th birthday will oc- 
cur on March 20th. Tho 
mystery, 


gloom, the black devil holding tbe 
match, the weird fascination of tbe lit- 
tle toys show the somber cast of the 
mind of tho great dramatist, wlioso 
dramas havo In thoin tho sternness, 
harshness, narrowness and wild storm- 
incss of hia own native mountains. 


Henrik Ibson was born on March 


20th, 1S2S. At the time of Ibsen's birth 
his father was wealthy; but soon after 
lost nearly all of bis pro'ucrty, and was 
compelled to move Into a small house 
In the country. 
When sixteen years 


old Henrik was told that thereafter he 
must earn his own living. 
He began 


work in an apothecary's shop, and 
continued there for live years, learning 
all he could and hoping to become a 
doctor of mcdlclue. During his spare 
time he read queer books and wrote 
weird verses. 
But tbe apothecary's 


shop was to him like a cage, to an 
eagle; and, when lie could stand it no 
longer, ho went to Cbristlanla. He 
published his first book whoa only 
twenty-one years old. It was !i fail- 
ure; and Ibsen was nearly heartbroken. 
Only about thirty 
copies were pur- 


chased; and so bard up was he at thl3 
time that he sold tho remainder of the 
edition for waste paper to buy his din- 
ner and pay for his room. But soon 
the clouds lifted; and ho was made 
stage manager of the JQcrgen Theater, j 
with a salary of $335 a year. 
Ho re- 


mained at nergcn for seven years; and 
It was during this period that ho ac- 
quired 
bis wonderful 
knowledge of 


stage situations. He now began to 
write dramas. Success clasped him by 
•the hand. Knme bore his nnmo to all 
nations. 
And now he has great wealth, 


every cent of which ho earned witb 
his pen. 


Henrik Ibsen Is old—seventy years 


. old.. The storms are passed, and ho 
lives a very quiet lite in his Christian!,-! 
home. 


He Is extremely methodical In his

Haw the Letter Was Discovered and 
. 
Secured to the United States. 


De Lome Betrayed by an Embassy 


Employe—Contents of Missive 
Inparted to the Cuban Junta 
—Supplies for Cuba. 


Philadelphia, Feb. H. — The -Press 


prints wlmt.lt asserts to .be the true 
version of the acquisition and publica- 
tion of ihe letter frozn Minister Del-ome 
to Mr. Qanalejns. The authority cited 
/.or Us authenticity Is a "Cuban of Hie 
highest standing In the'counclls of hla' 
jiarty." who "receives 'jts Information 
"from headquarters In New York.": 


The story goes on to say: 
"The letter 


.was not Htol'en from the'Unlted Stales 
'mails, but was fiecured-by an agent of 
the Cuban Junta In tho postofflce at Ha7 
vana. Jo--i:-|ih Canalejas. to whom tho 
letter was addressed, ftever saw the 
original. He. did not know until eight 
days after UIQ letter reached Havana 
that such"a" letter frohi Sjirilii'a repre- 
sentative In Washington haU been writ- 
ten him. 


" De Lome wrote the letter In his pri- 


vate residence In Washington Instead of 
at the Spanish legation. Tne paper, 
however, \vas marked with the olllcial 
(type nnd read In the corner. 'Legation 
De Kspana.' The same Inscription .\vas 
llLon the left hand upper corner ol the 
envelope. Mr. De Lome did not man the 
letter from his house. la fact lie had 
not quite completed it upon the morning 
It wa» written and carried It to tho le- 
fration, where Is wa-i nrat seen and no- 
ticed, by a person who Is In the employ j 
of the embassy, acting In a. substitute I 
olllcial capacity. The letter lay upon I 
the desk of the minister In his Inner ' 
otlice, the outer office beini; his place ot 
reception to visitors. During his ab- 
sence of l i a l f f a n hour from the Inner 
olllce, the clerk In question saw iheopen 
letter and read some of It. 


"The next day the same person sent 


.word to hl3 Cuban associates In "Wash- 
ington to the effect that he had seen a 
letter from De Lome to Canatejas. in 
which President .McKtnley was vllllfled 


.. ,and autonomy called a scheme. Several 


of ihe Cuban leaders got together and 
nskcd the employe of tho embassy to 
secure the letter. They did not believe 
Implicitly In his -story, although 
he 


urged them to come Into the public 
print and nialce charges against De 
,Lorne. Because they did not have the' 
letter In their possession the leaders re- 
f u s e d - t o say anything about It. The 
employe of the legation was urged to 
use all means In his power lo secure the 
letter, although it was considered prob- 
able that the letter was already in the 
malls when the Cubans at the Hotel 
nalelgh were informed of Its existence. 


"Tho clerk In the employ of Minister 


-De Lome saw no more of the letter. His 
memory written abstracts were for- 
warder! to IS'ew York, and it was quickly 
Rt'reer},that could possession of Ihe let-

proven to be true the letter would be of 
Incalculable value to the Cuban cause 
as substantiating what Cuban leaders

end urging to be on the lookout were sent 
to every Cuban who might be In a poai-

"The letter reached Havana flve days 


A'n 
agent of the Cuban party, who Is an em- 
ploye of the Spanish posfofltce. knew 
that the lettcr'.vas on the way, and when 
It came Into his hands It wns carried from 
.the postoOlce and a copy was made of It. 
Word to this effect was sent to the Cu- 
brm leaders In Jacksonville. Fla.. who 
at once askeil the secret Cuban Junta in 
Havana to secure the original letter— 
.Hint a copy was not what was desired, i 
The Havana poKlorJice clerk was not | 
willing-co do this at drat, but after-- 
ward consented, as he was obliged to ac- 
count for a certain number of letters 
to other employes of the department. 


• The original was then tnken. several 


blank sheets were substituted In place 
of Ihe paper upon which De Lome had 
written, anrt the letter 'finally 
post- 


marked in the Havana office and sent 
on its roullne wny. Eight days from 
Its arrival in the Havana oince the sealed 
envelope, properly addressed 
to 
Mr. 


Canalejas, wan deliverer] at the Ingla- 
terra hotel. Mr. C'analejas did not re- ' 
sard the matter serio-jsly at the lime., i 
although the hotel boy who brought him I 
the letter and the postoffiee employe who 
"had last charge of it wele arrested. So, 
also, was the hotel employe who wont 
several times dally to the postonir.e for 
the malls. All three were discharged ! 
after an examination. Mr. Canalejas j 
^onimunicntr-il almost Immediately with ] 
Minister De Lome and, for several weeks I 
letters nnd cablegrams passed between ' 
the two. but no trace of the letter could I 
lir obtained.

vestlsitiona Into tlie food habits of a 
number of families In the congested dis- 
tricts at New York oily lu 1S95 and 1898 
lins been nmdo public by the o«rlcul- 
lural department In a report entitled 
^Dietary studies In New York .city.11 
The Kencral plan of the work consisted 
In Halting a number of typical families 
In the worst portions of the city, observ- 
ing the kinds and ainounta of food which 
they:bought'and the prices which they 
raid, notlng^vholhcr they obtained good 
weight and . measure, and subjecting 
specimens of the materials to analysis 
for the purpose of learnlnff tllelr nutri- 
tive values. 


The people In whose 
families the 


studies wera made represented a lar«e 
number of occupations. In some Instan- 
ces they were slovenly and shiftless and 
took little interest Iti the appearance of 
their home* and tables. Other famlles 
Inouffh Ignorant, were willing and anx- 
ious (o learn how they mlg-lit Improve 
their habits of living. The main results 
of each study are given with a brief dis- 
cussion of the chief features. 


In many nf (he families there was no 


attempt to spread an attractive l.-xble. 
One of the^most common observations 
among those who are familiar with the 
•lialilts of the poorer classes of vrase 
workers, the report continues. Is to tlie 
effect lha.1 n not Inconsiderable amount 
of the prevalence of Intemperance cnn 
be traced to poor food and unattrnctlvB 
tables. Throughout nil these dietaries 
there wns shown very little comprehen- 
sion of the actual nulrllive value of the 
food purchased, theseleetlon apparently 
Tielnt- made according to some whim or 
taste, the presence of cerlutn food ma- 
terials In the market, or because the 
nouscU.-eper had become accustomed to 
purchirslng certain kinds of food. 


The lamer number of families spent 


more than they really could olTord for 
food, and yet frequently received In- 
sulHciont nourishment.

"What are these funny little things? 


an inquisitive caller once asked the 
•famous dramatist. 


This was Mr. Ibsen's reply: "I never 


write a single line of any or my dramas 
without having that tray and Its oc- 
cupants hefore me on the table. I 
couli! not write without them. It may 
seem strange—perhaps it Is strange— 
I cannot write without them, nut why 
I use them Is my own secret," and he 
laughed quietly. 


Tills incident, In n way, Is a Iccy to 


. the unique personality of this remark- 


able man, whoso 70th birthday will oc- 
cur on March 20th. The myotery, 


- gloom, the blacl: devil holding the 


match, the weird fascination of the lit- 
tle toys show the somber cast of the 
miisd of. the great dramatist, whose 
dramas have In them the. sternness 
harshness, narrowness and wild storrfl' 
Iness of his own native mountains. 


Henrlk Ibsen waa born OB March 


. 20th, 182S. At the time of Ibsen's birth 
his father was wealthy; but soon after 


- lost nearly nil of his property, and WEIH 


compelled to move Into a small house 
In the country. 
Wlisn sixteen years 


old Henrik \?M told that thereafter he 
must earn his own living. 
Ho began 


work In an apothecary's shop, ami 
continued there for five years, learning 
all ho could and hoping to become a 
doctor of medicine. During his spare 


- .time he read queer books and wrote 


welru verses. 
But tho aiwthecary's 


. 
shop was to him like a cngc to an 
eagle; and, when he could stulicT-lt no 
longer,sho went to Chrlsllanla. He 


' 
published bis first book when only 
twenty-one years old. It w-as a fail- 
ure; and Ibsen .was nearly heartbroken. 
Only about -thirty 
copies were pur- 


chased; and so hard up was be at this 
time that he sold the remainder of the 
edition for waste paper to buy his din- 
ner and pay for his room. But soon 
the clouds lifted; and he was made 
stage manager of tho Bergen Theater, 
with a salary of $336 a year. 
Ho re- 


mained at Bergen for seven years; and 
It .was during this period that he ac- 
quired his 'wonderful knowledge of 


- : 'stage situations. He now began to 


write dramas. Success clasped him by 


. the band. Fame bore his name to all 


nations. And now he has great wealth.

his pen. 


Henrlk Ibsen Is old—seventy years 


old. The storms are passed, and he 
lives a very quiet life In his Curlstlauia 
home.
